Miss Meribah Clark, head of the 
Social Studies Department at the 
Laboratory School of Indiana 
State Teachers College, will re- 


tire from the faculty at the end 
of the school year, having at- 
tained the retiring age of sixty- 
six. There will be an open house 
between 2 and 4 p.m., Sunday, 
May 23, at the Woman's Depart- 
ment Club, given by the State 
High Alumni Association to honor 
Miss Clark. All Alumni of the 
School and her many friends are 
cordially invited to attend. 

Miss Clark, one of the out- 
standing teachers in Terre Haute, 
has taught at the Laboratory 
School for more than 25 years. 
She is a graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and received 
her Masters Degree from Colum- 
bia University, New York City. 
For several years she was a spon- 
sor for the Girl Reserves, local 
junior Red Cross, student coun- 
cil and the quad-high. She has 
served as President for the local 
and state Social Studies Council 
and the local Faculty Woman's 
club. She was Secretary for the 
Inter-Social Science Council for 
a number of years. She is a mem- 
ber of: the Honorary organiza- 
tion of Delta Kappa Gamma, and 
the State and Local Historical 
Social Society.

BUILDING 
Basement 

The control point and charging desk are located in the 
basement at the entrance. Rest rooms are in the northeast 
and northwest corners. The corridor is a canteen and lounge 
area. New books are displayed at various areas in the 
basement. The Circulation librarian’s desk is opposite the 
control point. 

First Floor 

The Main Reading Room includes the card catalog, re- 
serve books, the browsing collection, reference books and 
periodical indexes. 

Directly off the main reading room are the Director’s 
office, the Reference alcove, the Periodical room and Docu- 
ments room.

DIRECTORY OF LIBRARY HOLDINGS — THE CARD CATALOG 

The card catalog is an index and a guide to the contents 
of the library. The cards are arranged in drawers alpha- 
betically by author, subject and title. The card catalog 
answers these questions: 


Does the library have a book with this title? 
Does the library have a book on this subject? 
Call number. The class or call number located in the up- 
per lefthand corner of the catalog card is the key to the 
location of the book on the shelf. 


TO FIND A BOOK 

The library's collections are classified according to the 
Dewey Decimal Classification, which divides all knowledge 
info ten main classes: 
090 General Works 500 Pure science 
100 Philosophy & psychology 600 Applied science 
200 Religion 700 Arts & recreation 
300 Social sciences 820 Literature 
400 Linguistics 200 History, travel biography 


The books are shelved on six stack levels located at the 
back of the library building. Charts indicate the classes to 
be found on each level. Consult these charts before going 
in search of a book. If a book is not in its proper place 
ask at the charging desk. Many books are either checked 
out to other students or may be in process of shelving 
mending or use within the building.
